About this time at La- 
combe was a very strong organiza- 
tion of farmers, and their solution of 
tho situation, after a great deal of 
consideration was: Pxtend the In- 
tercolonial railway into the North 
West. The rates on the Intercolon- 
ial at that time were only from one- 
third to one-half that of the rates 
on the corporation-owned — railways, 
and at all events with government 
ownership rates could be adjusted to 
meet conditions, as the government 
would not be held down by fixed 
charges. With these rates, and which 
we understand are much the same 
now, the farmers would be getting 
from, five to ten cents a bushel more 
for their grain shipping out; and 
with the corresponding reduction, for. 
instance, on their machinery from | 
the east, on salt, fruit, &., the 
saving to the farmer annually would 
be immense. Tariff reduction is but 
a trifle compared to the excessive 
railway charges. Here is where the 
Liberals lost the opportunity — of 
their lives in not nationalizing the 
G. T. Pacific, especially when — the 
fovernment assumed ninz-tenths of 
the cost liability. This would have 
regulated traffic rates on all trans- 
continental lines and all railways in 
the Dominion. and also. solved the’ 
wider marketing problem, over which | 
the Liberals still seem so much con-

ognized the principle of government 
ownership and operation in the build- 
ing of the Hudson’s Bay Railway 
and the acquiring of branch lines in 
extension of the government’s sys- 
tem, and endeavoring to make het- 
ter the mistakes of their predecessors 
by referring to the railway commis- 
sion for adjustment of discriminating 
freight rates. This, along with the 
manifest interest- in good roads, lib- 
eral aid to agriculture, internal and 
terminal elevators, lends color to 
the belicf that the interest of the 
farmers will be, well maintained by 
the Bord'n eovernm«nt ; and the 20 
Per cent. reductioi already in express 
rates is a very good commencement.

Production In the New Glasgow In-

It 
was the building of ships that was the 
basis of the former development of the 
Maritime Provinces. It will be the 
manufacture of many other commo- 
ditics that will bring back those days 
of prosperity.” 

What benefit does the community de- 
rive from this industrial development? 
New Glasgow is far enough away from 
other towns to be self-centred. There- 
fore, its working classes spend their 
money ot home. Wages are undoubted. 
ly good as compared with the cost of 
living. The average pay of machinists 
ranges from $2.60 to $2.75 per day, 
while in the structural shops workers 
earn from $2 to $2.50 per day, the 
latter price being paid for good, all- 
round men and riveters. Men who 
are capable of handling blue prints 
and acting as squad bosses in the 
structural shops get from $2.50 to $3 
per day. In the N. S. Steel and Coal 
Co, all the men employed in the mills 
are paid by the tonnage; helpers earn 
from $2.50 to $8 per day and rollers 
from $5 to $6 per day. Wages of 
ordinary laborers in New Glasgow are 
17% cents per hour. Summing every- 
thing up, it is computed that between 
$75,000 and $100,000 cash is put Into 
circulation every fortnight in New 
Glasgow, Stellarton and Westville, of 
which a 1. rge percentage is spent in 
New Glasgow stores. 

The effect of the increasing indus- 
population on the-agricultura! 
situation is highly important. In Pie. 
tou County, which contains some of 
the best farming land in the Province, 
the number of abandoned farms is a 
depressing feature. Lack of markets 
was the direct cause of the agricul- 
tural slump, which led to the disap- 
pearance of a large section of the 
farming community. To-day young 
people do not leave the farm because 
there is no money in farming; in the 
New Glasgow district they leave be- 
cause wages are so good in the fac- 
tories and the life is attractive. 
Meanwhile prices of farm products 
are soaring and production cannot 
keep pace with the demand. A strong 
movement has set in to settle the land. 
Already abandoned farms are being 
re-occupied and steps are being taken 
to, encourage English settlers to come 
in and cultivate the soil. 

The moral of New Glasgow's story 
{s that commerce and agriculture will 
prosper in proportion to the induds- 
trial growth, and on the success of 
the industries will depend the welfare 
of the agricultural and commercial 
classes. Develop the industries and 
there will be a stable foundation on 
which farmers and merchants can 
build. Hamper them and all classes 
will feel the effect.

Dr. Hewitt Says the Fly Must be Ex 
terminated 


Dr. C. Gordon Hewitt, Dominion 
Entomologist, in an interview at Ot- 
tawa regarding flies which he is 
fighting so vigorously, said:— 

“The fly should be regarded as a 
winged carrier of disease and decay; 
without doubt the most dangerous pest 
on the farm. Wherever there is filth, 
suppuration or purulent discharge, 
files are invartably attracted, and as 
they are cosmopolitan in their atten- 
tions and no distinguishers of persons 
they are potential disseminators of 
such bacteria as these sustances may 
contain. It is not a question of era- 
dication in the case of this insect; 
such is impossible. Control and pre- 
vention, however, are within the 
bounds of possibility, and these will 
be regarded as essential when the 
facts are more generally realized.” 

“Do you believe all flies carry 
germs? 
fly with distrust?” was adsked. 

“No house fly can be caught, in- 
doors or out of doors, that {s not car- 
rying on its legs and body bacteria 
of all kinds, and the spores of monlda 
and other organisms that accompany 
decay,” he replied. “No lving fly is 
free from germs; the existence of 
such would be more than a miracle. 
Its legs and body, proboscis and wings 
are covered with small hairs and 
bristles, so that its legs may be com. 
pared to fine bristle brushes; it fre- 
quents every kind of filth imaginable, 
and besmirches itself with the micro- 
scopic bacteria and other decay-pro- 
ducing organisms, of which it cannot 
possibly rid itself, and flies about, a 
winged and wandering bundle of bac- 
teria. All this might be expected as 
a result of reasoning alone, but such 
would not be proof, and the proof 
is astonishing in {ts vindication. Any 
house fly, whether caught in ono's 
room or out in the open, and allowed 
to walk over a medium suitable for 
the growth of bacteria and moulds, 
will deposit the germs of those organ. 
{ems in its tracks, which in a short 
time will yield colonies of bacteria and 
decay-producing fungi. 

“It does not require any play of 
the imagination, therefore, to appre: 
ciate the ability of house files, if they 
carry about such germs, to infect 
themselves with the bacilli of typhoid 
fever, tuberculosis, (infantile  diar- 
rhea, and other similarly infectious 
dieases. The only way to get rid of 
the fly Is to kill it, but cleanliness 
is a good preventative. That 1s, all 
refuse, manure and other filth should 
be quickly cleared away or de- 
stroyed.”
